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EUROPE ADMIRING YANKEE TEETH

Three factors undoubtedly are largely responsible for this condi-

American Dentists and the Dental Corps of the United States Army. 


American dentists have al- 
ways been considered the best 
in the world. And apparently 
our young men have been 
wise enough to take advantage 
of the opportunity thus pre- 
sented. Their teeth, as ex- 
hibited in the ranks of our 
Army overseas, are comment- 
ed on with surprise by ob- 
servers of the Allied nations, 
who contrast the dental out- 
fits of their own armies un- 
favorably with ours. Says a 
writer in the London Daily 
Mail, as quoted by Dr. W. A. 
Evans in his department, 
“How to Keep Well,” in the 
Chicago Tribune: 

“One thing about the A- 
merican soldiers and sailors 
must strike English people 
when they see these gallant 
fighters, and that is the sound- 
ness and general whiteness 
of their teeth. It is all the 


more striking in that it.is such 
a contrast to the teeth of the 
British people. 

“From childhood the Yank 
is taught to take care of his 
tooth-drill 


teeth. He has 





thrice daily and visits his dent- 
ist at fixt intervals, say every 
three or four months. If by 
chance a tooth does decay the 
rot is at once arrested by a 
filling. The result of all this 
is that our U. S. cousins, be- 
sides adding to their appear- 
ance, gain in health by hav- 
ing good, clean teeth, and 
when war came very few men 
were turned down by the 
military authorities for hav- 
ing decayed teeth. So daily 
we see them, their faces tan- 
ned, smilingly exhibiting per- 
fect sets of teeth. It is a dis- 
tinctive mark of the American 
—as distinctive as his uniform 
or his slang. 

“Now, take our own case. 
Daily you see young boys and 
girls with mouths full of de- 
cayed teeth. Bad teeth hinder 
digestion, and indigestion is 
the curse of many a man’s 
life. Mothers should see to it 
that their children use their 
tooth-brushes daily, after ev- 
ery meal, if possible. 

“The U. S. soldiers have set 
us a splendid example in this 
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matter. They fairly shame 
the ordinary Tommy by the 
brillance of their molars, but 
they will do so no longer if 
young English mothers will 
only wake up to the fact that 
bad teeth cause bad health, 
and that doctors’ and dent- 
ists’ bills will be saved by the 
regular use of. the _ tooth- 
brush.” 

Dr. Evans comments- on 
this as follows: 

“The army surgeon who 
sends me this paper from 
France writes me that the 
British who pass through his 
hands—and his command hav- 
ing been incorporated in the 
British Army, he has had 
ample opportunity to judge— 
have miserably poor teeth. The 
Scotchman’s teeth are especial- 
ly bad. The world never saw 
better fighters than these 
snaggled-tooth Scots and Eng- 
lish, but they would get on 
better in the hospital and 
camp if their teeth were bet- 
ter. 

“The American dentist has 
made good. For a generation 


he has been teaching his peo- 
ple to brush their teeth, to. 
keep their mouth clean, and 
to eat hard foods which re- 
quire chewing. A _ consider- 
able portion of the boys in the 
Army have gone through the 
schools since medical school 
inspection and dental inspec- 
tion are being carried out, and 
the children were being in- 
structed in the care of the 
teeth. We have not come all 
the way, but we have come 
further than our British cous- 
ins have. When we come to 
caring for the soldiers the 
dentists have also made good. 
They have voluntereed better 
than any other group has. 
Some time ago the lists were 
closed, since as many dentists 
had gone into the Army as 
there was provision for. As 
the result of the work done 
by American dentists when 
our soldiers were growing up, 
as well as by their service to 
the armies in the field, more 
dentistry and better dentistry 
will be done in Europe.” 





PREPAREDNESS LEAGUE OF 
AMERICAN DENTISTS 


The Development of the League’s Work 


W. D. Tracy, D.D.S., New York, Director-General for the United States 


When Dr. J. W. Beach and 
a small group of his dental 
friends and acquaintances 
conceived: the idea of forming 
the Preparedness League of 
American Dentists, it is safe 
to assume that not even in 
their most ambitious moments 


did they foresee the wonderful 
growth and increasing useful- 
ness of their infant organiza- 
tion. 

From the very first, how- 
ever, its career has been one 
of patriotic endeavor and prac- 
tical usefulness and the re- 
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sults of its activities have 
been definite and far reach- 
ing. 

Those of us who are active- 
ly interested in the manage- 
ment of the League’s affairs 
are inclined to take it for 
granted that all dentists, now- 
adays, know about the League 
and appreciate what it stands 
for, and that they are familiar 
with the details of its achieve- 
ments. We hope, however, 
that the following statements 
will lose none of their interest 
through repetition and that 
possibly the information given 
may reach some readers who 
are not already familiar with 
the facts. 

At the present writing there 
are in the League over 18,000 
members and we hope that the 
number will continue to in- 
crease as the members of the 
profession awaken to their 
obligation and to the possi- 
bilities for service to the draft- 
ed men, and to the families of 
the soldiers, sailors, and ma- 
rines now overseas and in 
training here, through the Pre- 
paredness League of American 
Dentists. 

Our chief aim has been to 
renter dentally fit the mem- 
bers of the National Guard at 
the time they came under con- 
trol of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the drafted men 
prior to their induction into 
the cantonments, and the total 
number of recorded free den- 
tal operations up to the pres- 
ent is 613,285. 

Speaking of the number of 
operations done, it is of course 
impossible to accurately figure 





the value of this patriotic cop- 
tribution from the dental pro. 
fession in dollars and cents, 
and even if it could be done 
it would be perhaps, of small 
satisfaction to the members of 
the League. 


The real and the greater | 


satisfaction is in the sense of 
a duty well done, of a loyal 
and loving service gratuitously 
rendered to our brothers who 
have gone forward to defend 
the honor of the Stars and 
Stripes in the name of Justice 
and Humanity. 

Another feature of the 
League’s work which has also 
assumed large proportions is 
the restoring with fixed bridges 
drafted men who are held in 
Group C solely because of a 
dental deficiency. According 
to the Dental Requirements 
as set forth in the Selective 
Service Regulations issued by 
the Provost Marshal General’s 
office, a registrant who may be 
physically fit for general mili- 
tary duty, but who is dentally 
deficient is placed in Group C 
of Class I for special or lim- 
ited military service. This 
means that the registrant is 
debarred from going into the 
fighting line, because of his 
dental deficiency, and up to 
the present time 1871 men 
have been reclaimed for gen- 
eral military duty through the 
insertion of fixed bridge work 
made by the members of the 
League. This is practically a 
regiment of soldiers made av- 
ailable for the Government by 
our organization. 

At the request of Colonel 
Logan, of the Surgeon-Gen- 
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eral’s office, an energetic cam- 
paign along this line is now in 
progress and it is fair to as- 
sume that a much larger num- 
ber of bridge cases will be re- 
ported in the next few months, 
than are shown on our past 
reports. 

Realizing that a great need 
existed in the cantonments for 
dental service cars, the League 
started a campaign to raise 
money for this purpose; and 
up to the present time four 
cars have been purchased and 
presented to the Dental Serv- 
ice at the following camps: 
Greenleaf, Upton, Fremont, 
and Merritt. 

It is believed in view of the 
great distances that must ne- 
cessarily be covered by the 
dental officers within their 
cantonments, that these cars 
will be much appreciated and 
that the efficiency of the Den- 
tal Service will be correspond- 
ingly increased, Dr. R. Otto- 
leneui. 80 W. goth St., New 
York Citv, is in charge of the 
Dental Service Car activities 
and anv inquiries for informa- 
tion concerning this branch of 
our work should be mailed to 
him direct. 


For several months past the 
Leacue has been active in the 
development and in the pro- 
duction of Dental Ambu- 
lances. Four ambulances have 
been built and equipped ac- 
cording to Government re- 
quirements, the money for 
this purpose having been rais- 
ed by the League and its 
friends. The money for two 
of these cars was donated by 


Mrs. Wm Boyce Thompson of 


Yonkers, N.Y. These ambu- 
lances have been placed as fol- 
lows: one at Camp Greenleaf, 
one at Camp Upton, one at 
Camp Meade, and the fourth 
one, which was built with 
money raised by the Connec- 
ticut Unit is now on its way 
overseas to be presented to 
the Dental Staff of the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces. 

Two Dental Ambulances 
have been built and paid for 
by the Red Cross. These two 
are now in England. The uses 
to which they can be put in 
the camp service and at the 
front are obvious, and they 
constitute a substantial contri- 
bution from the League. 

The ambulances have been 
developed under the direction 
of an Ambulance Committee 
of which Dr. S. Marshall 
Weaver of Cleveland is chair- 
man and on which Dr. Chas. 
F. Ash has also been a tire- 
less worker. Dr. Ash states 
that the Red Cross has autho-° 
rized the League to build at 
the exvense of the Red Cross, 
three more Dental Ambulances 
and seven Baby Saving 
Trucks which are now on their 
wav to Italy for the Red Cross 
Mission. 

In co-oneration with the 
Home Service Section of the 
Red Cross, our work has been 
extended to embrace the den- 
tal care of the denendent fam- 


 jlies of men in the service; 


and in all sections of the coun- 
try, calls for this kind of den- 
tal aid have met with a ready 
response on the part of the 
members of the League. As 
this branch of our work is of 
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recent origin, records of the 
number of cases cared for in 
collaboration with the Home 
Service Section of the Red 
Cross are not yet available. 


During the early months of 
the League’s development 
study cases were inaugurated 
and in many states groups of 
men were brought: together 
under the auspices of the 
League for the purpose of re- 
ceiving special instruction in 
branches of dentistry and oral 
surgery of particular interest 
to the dental profession be- 
cause of the War conditions. 
More recently the educational 
activities of the League have 
been broadened to include 
post war surgery and pros- 
thesis in order that civilian 
dentists may become familiar 
with the details of this work, 
a large demand for which will

soon have to be met by the - 


profession. As this depart- 
ment is under the personal 
supervision of 
Beach, the detailed description 


of it will be left for him to © 


impart.

AS YOU LIKE IT 


J. CRIMEN ZEIDLER, D.DS., 1st Lieut., Dental Corps, 
Surgeon-General’s Office, Washington, D.C. 


“Extract all devitalized 
teeth !” 

“Let devitalized teeth re- 
main, but fill the root canals 
with this, with that, and 
t’other.” 

The above I have gleaned 
from various “yellow journal- 
ist” dental writers and those 
satisfied to follow the beaten 
path. In my humble — nay, 
very humble opinion, pull up 
closer to the fire — few coals 
in the grate — less steam in 
the radiators — we must con- 
serve — and let ’s talk this 
over. : 





Whenever a bicuspid or 
molar in a patient’s mouth is 
presented to me for treatment, 
and for—well, purely personal 
reasons—with the X-ray as an 
adjunct, I have decided that 
the tartarous roots could be 
made more accessible were 
the entire crown removed. | 
remove said crown, leaving 4 
small portion remaining above 
the gingivae. With this ease of 
access having been gained, | 
treat the root canals—well, I'll 
leave pet treatments of root 
canals for another discussion, 
but having satisfied myself 
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that the roots have been thor- 
oughly treated and apices 
sealed, I piace a specially con- 
structed matrix around the re- 
maining portion of the crown 
—insert as many posts as I 
decide to use, flush inside of 
matrix with wax and have pa- 
tient close firmly into the 
mass. With a pair of curved 
metal shears, I trim off excess 
band material and have pa- 
tient again close firmly. This 
is repeated until I am satisfied 
that an almost perfect articu- 
lation has been secured. The 
matrix is then removed, the 
pits and sulcis made prominent 


and cusps trimmed to proper: 


prominence. The wax pat- 
tern is then removed, inverted 
and cast in either acolite or 
gold. 

Now then — ordinarily all 
this means more or less doing 
what is being done by hun- 
dreds of dentists. The point 
I wish to bring out is this: 
When these teeth present 
themselves to you with one 
full surface destroyed by de- 
cay, and one-half or one-third 
of two other surfaces, rather 
than leave the remaining por- 
tion of said crown, build up ce- 
ment step, pack in an amal- 
gam filling—well, I say—and 
with all the little strength I 
have while lying here conva- 
lescing from an illness—CUT 
THAT CROWN FLUSH with 
the gingivae if necessary—but 
if not, leave as much of enamel 
standing, but none that will 
project even or over cast 
crown. 

Briefly, here are the advan- 
tages: 


1. Ease of access to root 
canals. 

2. Obliteration of any doubt 
as to strength of remaining 
portion of crown. 

3. Bi-lateral and other 
forces will not affect a pulling 
away from margins. 

4. Each and every closing 
of the jaws will be a gentle 
reminder for the cast crown 
to remain where it was in- 
tended. 

5. Perfect articulation. 

6. A time-saver. We must 
conserve that also. 

7. Lastly but not least, a 
much neater piece of work. 

There are a few other good 

reasons in favor of this sort 
of procedure, which will pre- 
sent themselves to you after 
trying this way a few times— 
and lest we forget—you have 
absolutely no excuse for not 
having perfect margin proxim- 
ity. 
Teeth that ordinarily would 
be extracted by means of the 
cast crown, can be made as 
good as new—sometimes bet- 
ter—if a faulty articulation is 
thus corrected. 

Do not get this confused 
with the all-cast crown. I 
advocate your leaving remain 
a suitable portion of the crown 
above the gingivae, but then 
some will continue to say—Ex- 
tract ’em all. “Treat ’em 
rough,” while others will add— 
“Let them remain. Treat ’em 
gentle — shove compound a- 
malgam filling right smack up 
alongside the fragile remain- 
ing walls”—but I say—gen- 
tlemen, “As You Like It.” In 
the interim, however, do not 
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overlook the fact that the lym- 
phatics are daily removing 
abscessed conditions, leaving 
the pulps scarred, unbeknown 
to the patient. Truly these are 
wonderful times. 

Before I close—one of the 
nurses who just came in to 
hand me my night cap—in the 
form of a vile tasting medi- 
cine—has two lower right and 





left molar teeth with the labial 


on one and the distal wall on 


the other completely broken 
away from one of those sub- 
stantial (?) compound amal- 
gam fillings.

ALFRED C. FONES, D.D.S., Bridgeport, Conn. 
This article is taken from the Health Report of the City of Bridgeport, Conn. 
Some tour years past, Dr. A. C. kones persuaded the city to take up an ex- 
tensive experimental course in which the periodical cleaning of the school 
children's teeth by trained dental hygienists at trequent intervals played a most 
important part. It was thought unnecessary to do any extensive repair work 
in these children’s mouths. Iive years was determined as a trial period—four 
of which have already passed. ‘lhe next year is to tell the story, and while it is 
evident that all the expectations of Dr. fones have not been realized, the fact 
that the city increased its annual appropriation by $6,000 would indicate that 

they are satistied with results thus far obtained 


Four years ago this Septem- 
ber a corps of eight dental 
hygienists and two super- 
visors entered our _ public 
schools to demonstrate what 
could be done tor the children 
in the prevention of dental de- 
cay. lt was a well known fact 
to those who were familiar 
with medical and dental in- 
spection that the mouths of 
the children were in a deplo- 
rable condition and that de- 
cayed teeth was the source of 
much sickness. The great 
majority of the children had 
never used a_ toothbrush, 
toothache was common, and 
mumps, measles, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria had their epidemic pe- 
riods. The unclean mouths of 
the children were splendid 
breeding places for bacteria 
and although many children 
while in good health could re- 
sist the presence of these 





countless germs, yet many 
felt the injurious effect of their 
poisonous action. 

It was an immense task to 
clean and polish the teeth of 


thousands of children, to teach | 


each and every one how to 
use a tooth brush, to give 
them lectures on the impor- 
tance of clean mouths, the 
proper foods to eat, and what 
not to eat, the cause of dental 
decay, how it produces sick- 
ness, etc. But gradually, step 
by step, the dental corps has 
won its way into school life 
until now it is almost a part 
of the curriculum. Since the 
first year when the small corps 
took care of nearly seven 
thousand children in the first 
and second grades, the num- 
ber of hygienists has been in- 
creased until this year we 
have a corps of thirty specially 
trained and educated women 
who will take care of fully 
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twenty thousand children dur- 
ing the coming year. 


Beginning with the second 
semester this year a careful 
examination will be made of 
the mouths of the children of 
the fifth grade who have had 
five years of dental prophy- 
lactic treatments and educa- 
tion in the care of their 
mouths, to compare with the 
data secured in the examina- 
tion of the mouths of the fifth 
grade of five years ago. We 
do not believe that the figures 
will prove to be startling or 
sensational, but we do believe 
that the figures will show a 
marked decrease in dental 
decay, and that the clinic is 
proving itself to be an impor- 
tant factor in improving the 
physical condition of the chil- 
dren and reducing the number 
of communicable diseases. We 
believe that we can show the 
city’s money was wisely ex- 
pended in providing for an 
Educational and Preventive 
Dental Clinic in the vublic 
schools, and that the adminis- 
tration has shown a progeres- 
sive spirit and broad vision in 
aiding with funds and endorse- 
ment this effort for the bet- 
terment of child welfare. 


And this is but a part of the 
same socialism that is being 
developed and forming an 
important part of the policies 
of our great governing parties. 
Not the socialism, be it under- 
stood, that demands some- 
thing for nothing, or wishes 
to own or acquire without giv- 
ing to the full value in return, 


but the socialism that is wip- 





ing out the “public be damn- 
ed” policy and is replacing it 
with a “public be served” 
spirit. And that service is not 
to stop with good streets, 
transportation, bridges, sew- 
ers, public buildings, markets, 
light and heat and other mate- 
rial necessities but is to be 
extended into our _ public 
school system throughout the 
country and to see that the 
children’s bodies are kept 
sound and healthy, and those 
who have physical defects are 
to be relieved and, if possible, 
made normal by skillful oper- 
ators. 

Most any physician on the 
draft boards will tell you of 
the large number of young 
men who are physically unfit 
to be classed as A-1 men and 
they will also admit that most 
of these physical defects could 
have been prevented or eradi- 
cated in youth. And after all 
is said and done, health is the 
greatest asset that a human 
being may possess. There are 
many other things that are 
conducive to happiness but 
they sink into second place 
when we think of a diseased 
or crippled body. And so it is 
my hope that this progressive 
policy of our administration 
should go on. That Bridge- 
port shall have fine parks, 
streets, conveyances, theatres 
and everything necessary for 
its material betterment. but 
greater than all. that Bridge- 
port shall be noted as having 
the least sickness in ratio to its 
size and the lowest death rate 
of any city in these United 
States. 
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EXPERIENCES OF AN ANAESTHETIST 
AT THE FRONT 


W. B. HOWELL, M.D., Major Canadian Army Medical Corps, Montreal 


The following is an abstract of an article appearing in the anaesthesia sup- 
plement of the American Journal of Surgery, issue of October, 1918. In it is 
plainly shown the need of the trained anesthetist on the Western Front, 
particularly the men who can handle nitros-oxide and oxygen is thrice wel- 
come, and it would appear that there are many operations waiting for dental 
men with trained experience in anesthetics, if they are not too particular as 
to whether they shall enter the service as a captain or a _ second-lieutenant. 


A Canadian lady living in 
the United States wrote to us 
saying that she had heard that 
anesthetics were needed at the 
front and offered to buy us a 
supply. It was suggested to 
her that she should present a 
gas and oxygen apparatus. 
Her answer was that she had 
made inquiries and had been 
told that this could be bought 
for about twenty-five dollars, 
and that she would like to give 
s-mething which would cost 
more. When it was explained 
how much the real cost would 
be, she at once sent a cheque 
for $1,000.00. With this an 
Ohio Monovalve was bought 
and a plentiful supply of ni- 
trous oxid and oxygen in both 
large and small cylinders. 


We left Montreal on May 
6th and arrived in England 
after a very uneventful voy- 
age. Shortly after arriving in 
England most of our officers 
were sent to different military 
hospitals for instruction. I 
was sent with two others to 
Netley, near Southampton. 
When we reported for duty 
there the adjutant said to us 
with rather a weary air,“Well, 
gentlemen, I am delighted to 
see you, but I have no work 
for you and no quarters. You 





had better find billets in South- 
hampton.” So for three weeks 
we had nothing to do but 
amuse ourselves, which we did 
to some purpose, exploring the 
New Forest and making trips 
to London, the Isle of Wight, 
Salisbury, including  Stone- 
henge, and other places. 

We arrived in France on 
June 18th and after a short 


train journey were dumped | 


down at a small country sta- 
tion near which were some 
British tent hospitals. Our 
camp ground was_ between 
two of these. The area as- 
signed for officers’ quarters 
was in a ploughed field and 
here we were soon at work 
putting up out tents. It was 
six weeks before we were 
ready to receive patients. Dur- 
ing that time we were erecting 
the Indian Durbar tents sup- 
plied to us. These are huge 
marquees, some of them cap- 
able of accommodating sixty 
beds. They are made of cot- 
ton in several layers and really 
consist of one tent inside an- 
other. At the same time the 
operating room was built. This 
contained space for three 
tables. During such times as 


we were busy these were in 
use simultaneously all day 
long. 
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When the gas machine was 
ready for use it was one of 
the stock sights for distin- 
guished visitors. Great were 
their wonder and admiration. 
As many of you know, the 
English apparatus for gas 
and oxygen is of rather primi- 
tive type. So far as I know 
they have none which will sup- 
ply a steady flow of gas at a 
uniform pressure. We used 
our apparatus a great deal. It 
was especially useful in pa- 
tients who were in very bad 
condition. Many of these 
cases were suffering from gas 
gangrene or other form of 
severe sepsis. It was also very 
useful in the wards for pain- 
ful dressings, especially cases 
of compound fracture of the 
femur and gunshot wounds of 
the knee. We brought over 
with us the small carriage 
made for taking the apparatus 
about. It had. the fault of 
not being strong enough. The 
carriage, however, had never 
been intended for use at night, 
over rough ground. Something 
in the nature of a wheelbar- 
row would have been more 
serviceable. My experience 
with ether made me consider 
it distinctly less useful than in 
civil practice. English ether 
seems to be weaker than A- 
merican. We, fortunately, 
brought a supply of Squibbs’ 
ether and found it more satis- 
factory. A soldier, as a rule, 
takes a large amount of anes- 
thetic. With open ether, es- 
pecially in the hands of an in- 
experienced anesthetist, he is 
liable to use language which it 
is extremely unpleasant to 





hear in the presence of nurs- 
ing sisters. Closed methods 
were found much more satis- 
factory when properly used, 
especially when commenced 
with nitrous oxid gas. A very 
satisfactory way is to precede 
ether with ethy! chlorid, using 
Loosely’s Inhaler attached to 
Hewitt’s wide-bore inhaler. 
There is, of course, the trou- 
ble of washing the apparatus 
after each administration. 
This unfortunately had to be 
done often in a hurried and 
perfunctory manner. The 
anesthetist has to do this him- 
self as the number of nursing 
sisters and orderlies in the 
operating room of a military 
hospital is strictly limited. 

I used intratracheal ether 
frequently and found it very 
satisfactory. When I was 
short of assistants I would 
sometimes put the patient un- 
der ether, introduce the tube 
and leave the patient while I 
went on with another case. 
The pharyngoscope issued by 
the Government was two 
inches too long but I had it . 
cut down and then it did very 
well. I know no instrument 
as satisfactory as Chevalier 
Jackson’s. I had a fairly large 
experience with chloroform 
and found it on the whole the 
most satisfactory of all anes- 
thetics. At first I used the 
Vernon Harcourt inhaler. The 
initial outlay is rather high as 
it costs twenty-five dollars but 
the: saving in anesthetic is 
wonderful. I have frequently 
anesthetized patients for short 
operations with less than two 


drachms of chloroform. The 
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chief defect of this method is 
its slowness as it takes some- 
times eight or ten minutes to 
get the patient under. Recov- 
ery, however, was quick and 
very few patients afterwards 
complained of any unpleasant 
sensations. Vomiting was ex- 
tremely rare. One of my as- 
sistants became ill with ap- 
pendicitis and had to be oper- 
ated on. I asked him what 
anesthetic he would like and 
he immediately said: “Chloro- 
‘form, with the Vernon Har- 
court Inhaler.” He afterwards 
spoke in the highest terms of 
his experience. 

Another defect of the Ver- 
non Harcourt Inhaler is that 
the rubber face piece rots very 
guickly from the solvent ac- 
tion of the chloroform. The 
latter impregnates the saliva 
and where the saliva reaches 
the face piece rotting soon 
commences. I also had very 
satisfactory results with chlo- 
roform given on an open 
mark. I never had a death, 
though one of my assistants, 
who had not had much ex- 
perience in anesthesia, lost a 
patient. At No. 3 General, 
after I left it, there was a 
death under ether and another 
under nitrous oxid and oxy- 
gen, both apparently due to 
the anesthetic, but I have no 
very complete knowledge of 
the details. : 

In a certain number of cases 
I used ethyl chlorid alone for 
short operations with Loosely’s 
Inhaler. I never found it as 


satisfactory a method as ni- 
trous oxide and oxygen. It is, 
however, useful when the lat-

ter cannot be obtained, and 
it is much more portable. 
There are in the Canadian

cently joined officer, with re- 
sults to the patient which it is 
not necessary in this company 
to specify.. The more one sees 
of the real soldier the more 
one feels that nothing is too 
good for him. To increase his 
comfort and safety I would 
like to see private enterprise 
supply modern gas apparatus 
to all Canadian hospitals. This 
cannot be expected from the 
Government on account of the 
expense. A specialist in anes- 
thesia might be detailed to go 
from hospital to hospital to 
teach the proper method of 
using gas and oxygen and to 
make suggestions as to the or- 
ganization of a proper anes- 
thetic service in each hospi- 
tal. 

If the younger medical offi- 
cers were kept on anesthetic 
duty continuously for three 
months and their work prop- 
erly supervised, we would 
not have so many of the 
wounded dreading the anes- 
thetic more than the opera- 
tion. 

Every expert anesthetist 
that this Society sends over- 
seas means the saving of a 
certain number of soldiers’ 
lives and the prevention of an 
immense amount of suffering 
and discomfort. 

The bearing of the British 
soldier in the operating room 
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‘s admirable. If he is a walk- 
ing case he comes in his blue 
hospital suit, kicks off his 
heavy boots and jumps on the 
table without a word. He does 
exactly what he is told, is 
wonderfully appreciative of 
anything that is done for him 
and is very uncomplaining. 

As winter came on our Dur- 
bar tents were found to be un- 
serviceable. There was a great 
deal of rain with high winds. 
The cotton became soaked 
and the tents were either 
blown down or torn.. The 
muddy soil would not hold 
the tent pegs. Finally, on 
November 20th, we were noti- 
fied that we were to close 
down and admit no more pa- 
tients. We had then nothing 
to do but while away the time. 
This was not very easy to do. 
The officers’? mess was in two 
marquees heated by braziers 
which filled the atmosphere 
with fumes which induced 
coughing and only warmed 
those who sat very near them. 
We slept in bell tents which 
wére comfortable enough when 
a coal-oil stove was burning, 
so long as one did not have 
one’s feet on the floor. To 
leave them there meant they 
soon became as cold as ice. 
The best way to be comfort- 
able was to lie on one’s bed. 

* * @ 

It was an exhilarating mom- 
ent when one got into a motor 
ambulance to return from the 
advanced dressing station to 
our headquarters in Poper- 
inghe. It meant the near 
Prospect cc” a change of 


clothes, sleeping in pajamas, a 





bath in the morning and free- 
dom to amuse oneself during 
the day. One had, of course, 
to take one’s turn at orderly 
duty. This meant being about 
the headquarters for twenty- 
four hours, taking sick par- 
ades. In one’s leisure time 
one could ride about and ex- 
plore the neighboring country. 

Popering was shelled from 
time to time in a desultory 
manner while our _head- 
quarters were there and our 
sleep was broken frequently 
about an hour before day- 
break by bomb raids. When 
our month of clearing was up 
we nroved to a camp a short 
distance outside the town. 
There we had charge of the 
Division Rest Station. This 
was a field hospital on a small 
scale, for patients with minor 
ailments, who would be able 
to rejoin their units in four or 
five days. They were housed 
in two long huts and slept on 
stretchers. There was gen- 
erally enough work to occupy 
every one during the mor- 
nings. The afternoon were 
devoted to playing games, 
principally baseball. We had 
plenty of time to ride about 
and look up friends in other 
units. Once a week every 
man attended a bath parade. 
The divisional baths were in 
Poperinghe. The men march- 
ed there with their towels 
and had hot baths. At the 
same time they were given a 
change of underclothing and 
their outer cloths ironed to 
destroy pediculi and the nits. 

We lived a peaceful exis- 
tence till the 2nd of June, 
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1916. In the morning of that 
day we heard that our neigh- 
bors, a battery of the Lahore 
Artillery brigade, had orders 
to stand to. We knew then that 
something was in the air. At 
lunch a despatch was brought 
in to our Commanding Of- 
ficer ordering us to stand to 
also. News then began to ar- 
rive that the Germans were 
violently shelling the front line 
of our division and that one 
of the best battalions in the 
Canadian Army had suffered 
very heavily. By midnight 
our camp was emptied of every 
available man. Some went up 
to the advanced dressing sta- 
tions and other to the main 
one. 

For several nights the work 
was very heavy. It was be- 
lieved in England that this 
might be the beginning of a 
third battle of Ypres. At first 
the Germans gained a good 
deal of ground and _ inflicted 
heavy casualties on our divi- 
sion. There were over five 
thousand killed, wounded and 
missing. Another Canadian 
Division came in later, a 
heavy counter attack was 
made and nearly all the lost 
ground was regained. Our 
field ambulance was singular- 
ly fortunate in not having any 
of our men killed and only a 
few slightly wounded. In many 
cases our stretcher bearers had 
the wounded men they were 
carrying on stretchers, killed. 
One of our men was carrying 
a wounded man pick-a-back 
when a. piece of shell took the 
wounded man’s head com- 
pletely: off. The severe fight- 


ct 


ing gradually died down, the 


casualties became less and legg 
and our division was with- 


drawn from the line to reg 


and reorganize. I was sent 
in charge of a tent sub-diyi- 
sion to Steenvoorde, a de 
lightful little French town 
about seven miles from Poper. 
inghe just within the frontier, 
I had with me two officers of 
the field ambulance. We look- 
ed after the sick of some of 
the battalions of our division, 
who were billeted in the neigh- 
borhood. In our leisure time 
we rode over to Hazebrouck 
and Bailleul, both of which 
places have so often been men- 


tioned in accounts of recent 


fighting. 


One day I received an inv- 


tation from my Commanding 
Officer to return to headquar- 
ters outside Poperinghe to 
play in a cricket match be 
tween the commissioned and 
noncommissioned officers of 
our field ambulance. I started 
off on horseback with an or- 
derly and when I began to ap- 
proach Poperinghe found, to 
my disgust, that the town was 
being shelled. I soon began 
to meet ambulances loaded 
with civilian as well as mill 
tary wounded. At the en 
trance of the town we wefe 
stopped by a military police- 
man and told that the road 
was closed. We turned back 
and by taking a detour around 
the outskirts of the town were 
able to reach camp in time for 
luncheon. We played our 


match in the afternoon and 
while playing could hear the 
whizz of the big shells going 
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into Poperinghe. After dinner 

the shelling had stopped and 
we rode back through the 
town. The troops had been 
withdrawn and most of the in- 
habitants had left, so it pre- 
sented a forlorn appearance. 
We had ample opportunity to 
see the damage done since we 
had been there last. 

Our second turn of duty in 
the salient came in August 
and was very different from 
the first. The battle of the 
Somme was then in full blast 
and the Germans had remov- 
ed many of their guns. We 
must have been firing ten 
shells for their one. The 
weather was hot and dry so 
that life in cellars and dugouts 
was not so uncomfortable. 

All the time I was in the 
field ambulance I never gave 
an anesthetic, nor saw one 
given. The first place on the 
way to the base where opera- 
tions are performed is the 
Casualty Clearing Station. 
The important thing in a field 
ambulance is to get rid of the 
wounded as quickly as pos- 
sible in order to be prepared 
for more and to be able to 
move with the division, if 
necessary. The Casualty 
Clearing Station is just out of 
the range of shell fire. It is 
a field hospital which is less 
mobile than a field ambulance. 
As a rule only urgent cases are 
operated on or were at that 
time, the rest being put in the 
train and sent as quickly as 
possible to a base hospital. 

_ In a severe action a C.C.S. 
is very busy and I cannot 
imagine any place where the 


services of a skilled anesthe- 
tist would be more useful. A 
C.C.S. cannot, however, afford 
to have too much cumbersome 
apparatus as when the army 
moves, it moves too. 

Later on in the year 1916, 
I was sent down to the base 
again to join No. 1 Canadian 
General Hospital, which was 
in need of an anesthetist. 
There at times the work was 
very heavy from the Somme 
fighting. We had four oper- 
ating tables going simultane- 
ously. One day we had over 
70 operations. A few days be- 
fore we had admitted 760 
wounded in 24 hours. There 
were a great many severe 
chest wounds. I found the 
surgeons had a preference for 
opening empymata, in bad 
cases, under nitrous oxid and 
oxygen. I became convinced 
that this was, with the ap- 
paratus we had, the worst pos- 
sible anesthetic to use, and 
urged the use of local anes- 
thesia. I saw very little spinal 
anesthesia used, though I be- 
lieve it is popular in some 
hospitals. At the Duchess of 
Westminster’s Hospital at Le 
Touquet the anesthetist used 
intravenous ether with, I be- 
lieve, most satisfactory re- 
sults. 

One of the after effects of 
the war will be that the world 
will be flooded with young 
men who will call themselves 
surgeons. A youngster straight 
from college or who had had a 
few years of country practice 
is put in charge of a surgical 
war and is allowed either by 
press of work or by lack of 
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vigilance on the part of the of- 
ficer in charge of surgery to 
do an amount of operating, to 
which he is not entitled by his 
training or his capabilities. 
Before he has had time to see 
the effect of his work his cases 
are evacuated to another hos- 
pital. The patient does not 
know who he is. There are 
no critical neighbors or rela- 
tives to bring his mistakes 
home to him. He, therefore, 
develops self-confidence much 








more quickly than knowledge 
skill or judgment. 

Moreover, his pay remains — 
the same whether he works 
hard or does nothing, and jf 
he is not very conscientious he | 
is liable to do as little as pos- 
sible and to get careless about 
the little he does. 

Military surgery will make 
some men into good surgeons, 
but it will be the spoiling of 
the medical careers of many 
more. 





THE TRUE STORY OF A DENTURE 


The following is said to be an actual experience of a patient of Dr. John W. 
Dorland of Pasadena, California, who writes the story. 


Recently, an elderly gentle- 
man, whom we know as “Un- 
cle William,” presented him- 
self at my office for full upper 
and lower dentures. In the 
course of conversation, he told 
me the story of an upper set 
of teeth he had made in the 
eighties, which I submit to 
Oral Hygiene for the edifica~ 
tion of its readers. 

In the month of August, 
1872, our friend, referred to, 
had taken boat from New 
York to Boston. He was a 
cattleman of the middle west, 
and had had more experience 
on terra firma than on the 
briny deep. After eating 2 
hearty dinner which he was 
assured was a good antidote 
for sea sickness, he repaired 
to his cabin. By this time the 
good ship had cleared the 
harbor of New York and was 
forging her way through the 


Atlantic’ swells on her journey 
north. He says that he began 
to feel peculiar inward stir- 
rings, sensations such as he 
had never known before; the 
faint stirrings gradually in- 
creased to nausea, from nau- 
sea to violent nausea, so that 
he declared he was the sickest 
man in the world. Finally, 
he could contain himself no 
longer; or rather, he could no 
longer contain his dinner, for 
seeing an open porthole, he 
was soon minus his dinner 
and also a perfectly good up- 
per set of teeth. Too weak, 
just then, to bother over in- 
cidentals, he threw himself on | 
his bed, and was soon asleep. 
When he awoke, in the morn- 
ing, he noticed the rolling mo- 
tion had ceased, and looking 
out, saw they were entering 
Boston Harbor. Just about 


that time, he remembered his 
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toothless condition; that he 
had thrown himself on his bed, 
the night before, never expect- 
ing to see his grinders again. 
In this none too optimistic 
mood, his eye was caught by 
the flash of something white 
below him: there, reposing on 
a ledge were his teeth. It did 
wriggle through this cabin 
window, and rescue the wan- 
derer from its precarious posi- 
tion. 

Our second chapter takes us 
clear across the continent to 
Long Beach, California, on 
the Pacific Coast. In October, 
1887, Uncle William was visit- 
ing in Southern California, 
and making Long Beach his 
headquarters. Long Beach 


then was merely a straggling: 


line of cottages and a few 
stores situated on a bluff over- 
looking the ocean. Our aged 
friend tells us that, as a boy, 
he had revelled in the creeks 
and mudholes of his native 
Hoosier State, and considered 
himself some swimmer. The 
sight of the vast Pacific, 


- stretching out before his gaze 


thrilled him, and the first 
morning found him down at 
the beach, bright and early, 
for a swim in the briny. The 
tide was out, and he was 
obliged to wade a hundred 
yards or more to get into wa- 
ming. He was looping to- 
wards the shore wondering at 
the distance he had to come, 
when along came a giant 
comber, racing shoreward. It 
is doubtful whether our pa- 
tient had time to consider 
the words of Lord Byron, 
when he wrote: 


“Roll on thou dark and deep 
blue ocean, roll! 

Ten thousand fleets sweep 
over thee in vain. 

Man’s control stops with the 
shore, 

But thine goes on forever.” 

Suffice it to say that sud- 
denly his feet were where his 
head had formerly been; 
when he rose to the surface, 
gasping for breath, a_ twin 
brother of the former wave 
came along and soused him 
under again. When he finally 
got his latitude and longitude, 
he suddenly realized that his 
teeth were gone. He says he 
dove down to the sandy bot- 
tom several times in an effort 
to locate them, but of no avail, 
—they had surely departed 
forever this time. 

Two or three days later, 
while looking into the window 
of a curio shop on Main 
Street, he thinks his heart 
must have missed a beat or 
two, for there, in front of his 
startled eyes, were the teeth 
that “would a roving go.” On 
interviewing the proprietor, he 
learned that the day before 
a young lady had been walk- 
ing along the shore when she 
noticed the teeth in the sand, 
and had brought them to his 
shop. Our patient related his 
experience of the morning 
dip; the plate was scoured off 
and inserted in the mouth be- 
fore a veritable “cloud of wit- 
nesses,” who agreed it was a 
fit. Then, once more he issued 
forth into a world no longer 
endentulous, but made bright 
and toothsome by a wander- 
ers return.

IN FRANCE” 


CAPTAIN BLAKE A. SEARS, Evacuation Hospital, No. 13 


The following interesting letter is from Dr. Blake A. Sears, Hartford, Conn. 
who, if you will remember, was responsible for the dentists of that city being 
100 per cent perfect in their subscriptions for the Forsyth Loving Cup. He is 
a live wire and has promised to keep in touch with Oral Hygiene, and we expect 
to receive many interesting communications from his pen. 


We located our first hospi- 
tal on Labor Day and in five 
days were operating on the 
unfortunate ones that were 
sent back to us from the front 
in that sector. Many of the 
head cases could not be taken 
care of at the time of arriv- 
ing, and only debreement was 
performed on them, for the 
shock of injury and previous 
strain had so completely re- 
duced their recuperative pow- 
ers that it would have proven 
fatal, so they were sent back 
to a base hospital in the best 
possible condition that we 
could do under the circum- 
stances. You little realize how 
war surgery is carried on, as it 
is a complete revolution to the 
septic operating room, and all 
the precautions of the modern 
hospital in the States. Our unit 
is Of 1,000 bed capacity and 
that means that we are pre- 
pared to take care of 1,500 
patients a day, for the evacua- 
tion is constantly going on 
during a rush, and all teams 
are operating in shifts of eight 
hours with a rest of eight. As 
I am the only Oral Surgeon 
with our outfit Iam on duty or 
call at all times, and have had 
to be on duty for forty-eight 
hours straight. Not that I was 
constantly in the operating 
room, but had cases that would 





require my attention in the 
waiting room and so could not 
undress for that time, and was 
compelled to catch a nap now 
and then, as the time for other 
cases was ahead of those that 
I was ‘to operate on. Have 
had cases with as many as 
eight complete fractures of 
the mandible and loss of large 
areas of soft tissue. These 
seem to stand the shock far 
better than some of the small- 
er wounds and much less con- 
tusion. Have been utilizing 
wire splints for some of them 
that has proven very success- 
ful. We make a helmet of 
wire, something like a bird 
cage, that fits the head after 
an ear bandage has been 
placed on, and the retaining 
wire or base wire is left loose 
so as to allow of twisting and 
tightening up after the same 
has been placed on the head. 
This wire passes around the 
forehead just above the eyes, 
and back of the head below 
the protuberance where the 
two ends are twisted; place 
under this wire four or five 
pieces of cotton rolls so as not 
to interfere with the circula- 
tion, and bind this to the head 
with rubber dam and a band- 
age, leaving several places for 
the attachment of the bow 
piece that will be brought up 
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from the mouth, and fastened 
to the wire helmet at various 
places. This bow consists of 
two wires twisted together so 
as to give them strength, also 
to have supports for the man- 
dible, as I find.that with mul- 
tiple fractures of the man- 
dible, nearly every case has 
one or more fractures posterior 
to the last remaining tooth 
and these wires (ends) are 
bent to conform to the man- 
dible. To these arches I fasten 
for temporarily setting the 
various fragments, and the 
case can be evacuated without 
any special care or attention, 
as there is no likelihood of the 
case strangling from the soft 
tissues falling into the pharynx 
which has been the case of 
some of these injuries where 
there was no retention placed 
on the fragments of the man- 
dible. The other cases that I 
have treated were all along 
the usual lines of Oral Surg- 
ery and nothing new was used. 
The open bite splint with 
modeling compound, is one of 
the greatest accomplishments 
that we have to work with, 
and is far more practical than 
would at first be supposed, for 
these cases are only given 
first aid treatment at the point 





where I see them, and hustled 
back to a point where the per- 
manent splint can be made, 
and full restoration takes 
place. 


After this game is over and 
I see you, will be able to tell 
you far more and illustrate 
many of the advantages of 
modern war Oral Surgery 
than I could were I even given 
time and liberty, so with the 
best of wishes for all the boys 
and assuring you that the real 
heroes of this war are the men 
that are at the front, and that 
the regimental dentist is the 
man to receive the most praise, 
for he is constantly giving 
treatment that keeps the front 
lines filled to the required 
strength, and that is what 
counts far more just now than 
any of the operations that we 
fellows back in the hospitals 
can accomplish. Not that I 
would belittle the great work 
that is being done for the un- ' 
fortunate ones, but war is 
men and the one that can pro- 
duce the most men is the one 
that should have the greatest 
praise.

THE DENTAL COLLEGES ON A PEACE 
BASIS AGAIN 


N the last issue of our magazine we gave a description of the Student 
Army Training Corps, which meant taking over all of the reputable 
colleges of the country by the Government, including the dental, a total 
of 133,000 men and 565 institutions were thus affected. We then made 

comment that “Events move quickly in war time” and things have revolu- 
tionized between issues of the magazine. Here is a trite instance of the same: 


Telegrams from Washington, bearing date of November 2ist, to the 
commanding officers of all the units ordering that demobilization be imme- 
diately begun and the men discharged were received. Undoubtedly the War 
Department will make some adjustments of the contracts which it had en- 
tered into with the various colleges, and which were scheduled to run until 
June 3oth. 


While this summary order from Washington cannot be said to have 
come wholly unexpected, it had been hoped by the colleges that in view of 
the contracts which they had entered into, and on which they had based a 
whole year’s work, they would be given a longer period of time in which to 
adjust themselves to the new conditions created by the signing of the armis- 
tice. 


When the year begun the colleges had been put on a footing which 
they had never known before. They had submitted to the standardization 
of their curriculum, to a subordination of all their own interests to the greater 
interests of the country, their traditions and academic standards of submission 
in order that they might be on a military basis. Many institutions built 
new buildings to meet army conditions. They remodeled old ones. Dormt- 
tory walls were torn down and rooms converted into typical army barracks. 
Unused lecture halls were made into mess halls, gymnasia into drill halls and 
fraternity and club houses into officers quarters, infirmaries, etc. 


After all these changes had been made, equipment furnished, including 
clothing, the expense of maintaining such a standard of military training 
would not have been great if continued to the end of the original contract, 
but, after all, it is now our business to get back conducting our affairs on 
a peace basis, and everything tending to this should be most welcome. Also, 
it is well to be philosophical over such matters, as by no action of our own 
could they be materially altered.

An opinion recently handed down by the Attorney-General of West Vir- 
ginia holds that the giving of anaesthetics constitutes the practice of medi- 
cine, and that no person, nurses or otherwise, can legally administer anaesthe- 
tics unless he or she is duly licensed to practice medicine. 


At the close of the war, if our ship building program is not interfered with, 
the American flag is again to become a familiar sight in foreign ports. This 
has not been true in the past. At Queenstown, Ireland, one of the greatest 
ports of call in the world, no vessel flying the American flag had touched 
there in more than nine years until early in 1915, when war and shipping 
shortage began to take American vessels overseas. 


Dr. Charles W. Rogers, Dorchester, Mass., in company with Dr. Clarence 
J. Grieves, Baltimore, has been assigned to the Great Lakes Training Station, 
where they expect to do a pioneer work in the establishment of a Naval 
Dental School. The Public Sunday Afternoon Lecture Course of the Forsyth 
Dental Infirmary for Children, of which Dr. Rogers was in charge, will be 
discontinued until his return. 
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According to the Journal of the American Medical Association, 31,346 
physicians are serving in the ranks. Of these, 28,335 are in the army, and 
3,011 in the Navy. The absence of physicians and nurses has been keenly 
felt during the influenza’ epidemic.

Ernest Dwight Shipman, M.D., San Francisco, has an article in the Oc- 
tober 19th issue of the Journal of the American Medical Association, “The 
Etiology of Lichen Planus,” in which he describes this affection as due largely 
from infected, diseased teeth.

Due to the Spanish Influenza epidemic, many of the dental schools, in 
common with other educational institutions, were closed. During this en- 
forced recess, fifty dental students of the University of Pennsylvania, Dental 
Department, were volunteer workers in the hospitals of the city, combating 
the epidemic. A number of these men worked continuously for a period of 
thirty hours.

The lemon drop is said to be the soldiers’ favorite candy. For army re- 
quirements, they are made of pure granulated sugar, flavored with an emulsion 
from lemon rind. The confection has the thirst-quenching quality of good 
lemonade, and is being used by the soldiers at the rate of 200,000 lbs. a month.

The country’s supply of soluble coffee has been taken over for the use 
of the men in the trenches. This is put up in stick form, like chewing gum, 
with waterproof wrappers, and is easily dissolved in cold water, so that the 
soldiers at exposed posts may have their cup of coffee without lighting a fire 
that might attract the attention of the enemy.

There has been a great demand recently for dental work among the 
American soldiers stationed in England, en route to France. Eighteen Am- 
erican dentists, residing in London, co-operating with the American Red 
Cross, have volunteered part of their time for service in tending to this need. 
Dental rooms are being fitted up for them by the Red Cross, and it is hoped 
to have a number of traveling ambulances when funds will permit.

It costs the Government about forty-five cents a day to feed a soldier. 
The officers pay about one dollar a day for their meals. The difference be- 
tween the table of the soldier and the officer lies mostly in linen, china, and 
service. Here is a day’s rations, taken at random, from Camp Grant, Illinois. 
Breakfast: Corn flakes with milk, coffee with sugar and milk, scrambled eggs, 
fried potatoes, and sauce. Dinner: Coffee with milk and sugar, beef tongue, 
baked potatoes, peas, bread and butter, raisin sauce and pineapple cobbler. 
Supper: Iced tea, bread and butter, cold roast beef, fried potatoes, radishes, 
onions, and corn.

Dieticians are not all agreed as to the value of sugar. Dr. Wiley believes 
that it is poison, and that children are to be religiously deprived of its use. 
Candy is the bane of his existence. Other authorities claim that candy, being 
composed of sugar, chocolate and nuts, is very high in food value, and in 
fact, sugar is a highly concentrated food, easily digested, rapidly assimilated, 
and it quickly relieves fatigue. Six ounces of sugar are equal in food value 
to one quart of milk or 1% lbs. of lean beef. It has a fuel value of 1810 
calories. The high nutritive value of chocolate candy is recognized by the 
leading military authorities of the world, and the “boys at the front” are 
satisfying their craving for something sweet with chocolate cakes and tablets 
and candies of various kinds.

“Roentgenographic Studies of Tissues Involved in Chronic Mouth In- 
fections” is the title of an article appearing in the October 19th issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical Association—author, Arthur D. Black, AM, 
M.D., D.D.S., Chicago, Illinois. The paper and the discussion following are 
of considerable interest. Dr. Black, in his paper published a year ago, pre- 
sented his findings in the Roentgenographic films of the teeth of three hun- 
dred adults. Double this number are covered in the present examination, 
with a total of 6,000 films. Dr. Black, in the discussion following, observes 
that “Every adult who comes to us should have a complete roentgenographic 
examination of the mouth. When each dentist takes on himself the responst- 
bility of knowing that the mouths of his patients are free from infection, he 
will have made real progress in the prevention of systemic disease.”

With the appearance of the epidemic of influenza, reports as to the value 
of new serums, vaccines, drugs, and other methods for checking, and even 
curing the disease, began to appear, particularly in the newspapers. The 
dental profession, with its knowledge of vaccines, was of material assistance 
in proving out the value or non-value of some of these drugs. Dr. Edwio 
M. Kent, President of the Dental Hygiene Council in Massachusetts, work- 
ing in conjunction with the State Health Department and the Tufts Med 
School, was most active in this campaign of research. 
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Among other drugs that have been selling recently, is the humble camphor 
of commerce. Due to the influenza the price soared from five to forty cents 
an ounce. We have no evidence that camphor is a cure or preventive, but 
it retains its place of honor with the red woolen shirt as a cure and pre- 


ventive of rheumatism.

The United States Government announces dependable aerial mail service 
between New York, Philadelphia and Washington daily, except Sunday.

At bases in France there are 200,000,000 cigarettes awaiting transporta- 
tion. The army recently commandered a large percentage of the Y. M. C. A. 
motor trucks to haul them to the front. Some of the things for the Army 
to be delivered to the Y. M. C. A. in France next month are: 77 tons of 
chewing gum, 1,325 tons of flour and 2,850 pounds of sugar for cookie mak- 
ing; 167 tons of chocolate bars; 200 tons of jam; 94 tons of condensed milk; 
31 tons of cough drops; 176 tons of chewing tobacco; 9 tons of plain soap; 
17 tons of tooth paste; 6 tons of towels; 14% tons razor blades and 7 tons 
of playing cards.

Josh Billings, it was, who said, “Any man who can wear a paper collar 
a week and keep it clean ain’t good for anything else.” The writer well re- 
members the paper collar of his youth, which gave place to the shiny cellu- 
loid substitute that could, by the use of cold water and soap, be washed 
in the kitchen sink and made ready for another week’s service. Champ Clark, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, confesses to a period “When I wore 
a paper collar.” “They were ten cents a box,” he continued, “and the boxes 
contained a dozen collars, making the cost less than a cent.

Now I see that paper has come 
into its own, and if we had paper collars today, they would not necessarily 
be cheap.

In a recent letter from Dr. A. C. Fones, Bridgeport, Conn., he says: 
“The appropriation given by the city last February for the educational and 
preventive dental clinics in the schools of Bridgeport amounted to $33,000. 
Of this amount $8,000 was appropriated voluntarily by the city authorities, 
with request that the work be extended to the parochial schools. We have 
twenty-six dental hygienists and three supervisors who will give prophylactic 
treatments, tooth brush drills, class room talks and general instructions in 
the home care of the mouth to over twenty thousand children this school 
year. Our three women dentists are doing preventive dentistry, filling the 
first permanent molars for the children in the first and second grades only, 
and are not doing general repair work at all.” 

The general relief work for all the schools is conducted in the office of 
Dr. Henry S. Riddell, who relieves toothache for children too poor to pay 
for dental service. Next year will complete the five year demonstration and 
the report will show whether a number of decayed permanent teeth have been 
materially reduced, and important deductions can be made from the five years 
records from the mouths of the children receiving prophylactic treatments 
for the five year period. It will also be possible to analyze the general health 
records of Bridgeport school children as the reduction of oral sepsis has 
played an important part in placing the child death rate of the city at its 
present low percentage. 
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One automobile on a farm will replace from five to ten horses. It has 
been estimated that it requires five acres of ground to support each horse, 
and the automobiles used on the farm throughout this country have re- 
leased 25,000,000. acres of tillable soil.

Thos. D. Wood, M.D., New York City, says in Oral Health: 

“Our schools are wasting enormous sums in educating, or trying to edu- 
cate, the children who are handicapped by ill-health, when the expenditure 
of much smaller amounts in a judicious health program would produce an 
extraordinary saving in economy and efficiency. A dollar spent promptly 
in a timely, constructive effort to conserve a child’s health will be more 
fruitful for the child and for human society than will a thousand dollars 
applied twenty years later. The principle of national thrift finds its first 
and most vital application in the conservation and improvement of the health 
of the children. 

“At least one per cent—z200,000 of the 22,000,000 school children in the 
United States, are mentally defective. 

“Over one per cent—250,000 at least of the children are handicapped by 
organic heart disease. 

“At least five per cent—1,000,000 children have now, or have had tuber- 
culosis, a danger often to others as well as to themselves. 

“Five per cent—1,000,000 of them have defective hearing, which un- 
recognized, gives many the undeserved reputation of being mentally defective. 

“Twenty-five per cent—5,000,000 of these school children, have defective 
eyes. All but a small percentage of these can be corrected, and yet a majority 
of them have received no attention. 

“Fifteen to twenty-five per cent—3,000,000 to 5,000,000 of them are suf- 
fering from malnutrition, and poverty is not the most important cause of this 
serious barrier to healthy development. 

“From fifteen to twenty-five per cent—3,000,000 to 5,000,000 have ade- 
noids, diseased tonsils, or other glandular defects. 

“From ten to twenty per cent—z2,000,000 to 4,000,000 have weak foot- 
arches, weak spines, or other joint defects. 

“From fifty to seventy-five per cent—11,000,000 to 16,000,000 of our 
school children have defective teeth, and all defective teeth are more or less 
injurious to health. Some of these defective teeth are deadly menaces to 
their owners. ; 

“Seventy-five per cent—16,000,000 of the school children of the United 
States have physical defects which are potentially or actually detrimental 
to health. Most of these defects are remediable. 

“One of the appalling revelations of recent years is the conclusion based 
on unrefuted evidence that the rural school children in this country are 
handicapped by more physical defects than the pupils in the city schools. 
While several significant’ causes seem to be responsible for this astounding 
condition, the present inferiority of country children depends in part upon 
the fact that city children now receive more health care than do those in 
rural regions.” 
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Dr. Stanley Colyer in a paper published in the South African Medical 
Record of August 11, 1917, on “Heart Disease in African Natives,” suggests 
pyorrhea alveolaris as a possible source of cardiac trouble which seems fairly 
common among the natives. Dr. Colyer found as a result of a general exam- 
ination for fitness of 5,541 natives that no less than 6.7 were affected by 
heart disease of a greater or lesser extent. He finds aetiology a puzzle and 
would be glad of any help or suggestion. He is quite sure that a potential 
source of infection is pyorrhea, from which the vast majority of natives 
with whom his paper deals, over the age of thirty years, and many long 
before that age, suffer in an incurable form. Only in the young and in the 
few who practise a reasonable oral hygiene is it common to find a clean 


mouth. Thus in 1,000 successive examinations of natives, varying in age 


from twelve to fifty years (approximately) 4.3 per cent had clean mouths, 
86.2 per cent had early or fairly established pyorrhea, and 9.5 per cent had 
the disease in an advanced state. He considers it reasonable to suppose 
that while under the ordinary environmental conditions of natives, the source 
remains comparatively inocuous, under the influence of damp and cold it 
may in these cases become a factor of no little aetiological importance. 

It is also interesting to note that Dr. Colyer records the fact that when 
he was with our troops in German East Africa he noted the excellent results 
that Mr. Willey, L.D.S., obtained by extraction in cases of oral sepsis. He 
says, “Previous to the campaign Willey had taken no interest in the subject; 
now he is convinced that with a few pairs of forceps he can do a great deal 


of good in the world.”—Dental Record.

In a Treasury Department circular we are told that the Subsistance 
Division of the Quartermaster Corps saw to it that the boys in camp on 
this side and the experitionary forces on the other did not lack the best of 
food and an abundance of it. A while ago an order came about five o’clock 
in the afternoon for 24,000,000 rations. Within twenty-four hours the order 
had been placed and the supply gotten under way. This number of rations 
meant three meals a day for four days for 2,000,000 men. The quick lunch 
hasn’t anything on the subsistance division. 


The men in the trenches and on the firing line were given the most care- 
ful consideration; every effort was made to serve the food hot. : 


Under barrage fire and gas.attacks hot food was out of the question. To 
meet this difficulty air-tight containers were provided.. These containers held 
sufficient food for tweney-five men for one day. ‘The supply consisted of 
hard corn bread. corned beef, hash, roast beef, salmon, sardines, salt, sugar 
and coffee, this last soluble in water cold or hot. Even the can opener was 
not omitted. The weight of the unit was one hundred twenty-seven pounds. 
Of course the container was camouflaged. This latter was to forestall Fritz’s 
destructiveness, or better still the transfer of the contents to his individual 
department of the interior. One equivalent of the Iron ration of the British 
trooos—the kind carried over the top—consisted of ground meat and bread 
in the form of a cake and a block of sweet chocolate. The cake might be 
eaten dry or stirred in cold water. In three pints of water it made a soup; 
in a pint of water a porridge. Hand to mouth methods had no place in the 
Subsistance Division’s scheme; a three months reserve was back of the boys 
all the time. Fresh vegetables were served as a rule, but sixteen million 
pounds of vegetables dehydrated were always handy by. We got to it late, 
but we got there in time.
